London, May 1.—A general strike in support of the coal 
miners has been declared for next ‘uérday. The decision: 
was reached by the Trades Union Conference here today. “The” 
Conference decided to call out employees in the vital services 
including the transport workers. If no settlement of miners 
dispute is reached before Tuesday. 

London, May 1.—The Government today proclaimed that 
“A state of emergency exists” in consequence of the’ coal 
strike. 

It thus assumed the power granted by the Throne, td 
employ troops or take any other measures necesasry to main- 
tain order and insure the welfare of the population. 

Great Britain is placed under what approaches & . stata 
of seige by the proclamation that a “State of Eonerrencyi: " 
exists. 

While nof a proclamation of martial law or a femal state 
of seige, it gives the Government’ almost unlimited power. _ 
The only imitation prescribed in the law under which the 
proclamation is issued, is that the Government cannot declare 
industrial conscription or compulsory military service. 

And apart from this limitation, it may institute any mea- 
sures it desires for the preservation of peace, the securing and 
regulation of supplies of food, fuel, light and other necessities 
and the maintenance of means of transport.

Extract 
of thyroid gland, again; showed 40 per 
cent. increase in activity when a dilu- 
tion of one to a hilion was applied to the 
plant, with 100 per cent. increase with 
a dilution ten times as powerful.

Nearly every man is faced with the 
question, Will I own or rent a home? 
The growth of second and third mort- 
gage. financing has made it possible for 
any one wtih small means to buy his 
home on a small initial paymet; the bal 
anee, the real estate man says, is just 
“like rent.”

Other changes under con- 
sideration are, placing on the free 
list automobile narts not made in Can 
ada, and removing the excise tax on 
Canadian cars,

STORY OF FLIGHT 

Rome, May 17.—The final lap of 
the dirigible Norge’s fight from Spitz. 
bergen over the Nezth Pole to Alaska 
was a-heroic battle against an Arctic 
storm of which “the result “was tn 
doubt until a momentary Jull permft. 
ted the airship tobe landed. near 
Nome. An offcial account of fight 
sent by Commander U. Nobile, “de. 
signer and navigator of the Norge to 
Premier- Mussolini! from Nome this 
morning reads in part: “The trip from 
Spitzhergen over the North Pole. to 
Alaska was carried out successfully, 
cvering - about 5,200 * kilometers 
(3,293 .miles) in 71 hours, The firat 
of the Polar flight was accomplished 
without difficulties but during the" 
second part, between the Pole and 
Point Barrow dangerous ice forma.

From Point 
Barrow to here, the Might was very 
difficult because of strong winds and 
thick fogs which catsed deviations 
toward Behring Straits; making the 
last few hours of navigation very 
painful. Profitting by a momentary 
lull we landed successfully in perfect 
shape.” 

FLEW THROUGH FOG 

Milan, Italy, May 17—Definite 
observations of unexplored territory 
between the North Pole and Alaska 
by the expedition on the Norge was 
rendered impassable by dense fogs. 

according to special despatch to the 
Corrierre Della Sera. “After pasisng 
the Pole and reaching unexplored 
territory, those on the airship were 
able faintly to see that no land ex- 
isted. Then the fog forced the 
Norge to rise to a great height aft- 
er,which for many” hours she flew 
completely blanked by fog. 

NON-STOP “RECORD 

Washington, May 17.—The flight of 
the dirigible Norge over 2,750 miles 
from King’s Bay, Spitsbergen; ‘to Teller, 
Alaska, constituted the longest non-stop 
ight ever made by e semi-rigid airship, 
Officials ce the Navy Department de- 
partment declared today in praising the 
success of the transpolar flight. 

The entire trip from Rome, Italy, to 
Spitsbergen, with stops at London, Oslo 
ind Petrograd and the added trip across 
the Pole was also said by naval officials 
to be far the longest trip ever accom- 
plished by a dirigible of the type of the 
Norge.

EARNSCLIFFES STORY 

Earnscliffe's story is brief.. From the 
Reynolds family, relatives of the Mac- 
ksys, Sir John A. Macdonald purchased 
the estate and took up his residence in 
1883. On his death in 1891, the house 
became the property of Lady Macdonald 
upon whom Victoria bestowed the title 
of the Baroness Macdonald of Earns- 
cliffe. She, on moving to England, Icas 
ed the property first to Major-General 
Herbert, at that time General Officer 
Commanding the Canadian Militia, and 
then “to his successor, Major-General 
Hutton. After this officer's departure 
for active service in the South African 
War, the estate was purchased by Mrs. 
Charles Harriss, who, with her husband, 
the English composer and musical dir- 
ector lived at Earnseliffe until her death 
in 1925. 

As I drove in through the open gates 
this winter morning, it etood shining in 
the sun, for the terrace windoxs looked 
south over the Ottawa River and the 
Laurentian Hills.

‘DISHED’ PAVING

Chicago, May 17.—Because a youth 
was riled by the sight of young mothen 
trying to jostle their baby buggies over 
high curbings and determined that some 
day he would remedy the _ situation, 
Chicego is to adopt a new type of con- 
cave thorough fare. 

John J. Sloan, president of the board 
of loca] improvements, is chief advocate 
of the plan and, incidentally, is the same 
young man of years ago. 

Sloan's streets will be dishshaped. 
That is, both sides will slope toward the 
center ond there will be no curbings. 

Instead of gutters and catch basins 
along either side as id the common prac 
tice, there will be a common gutter dir 
ectly in the middie. 

This new manner of construction, oc- 
cording to engincers, will save Chicago 
millions of dollars every year. 

First, it is estimated that by having 
the gutter in the centre draining both 
sides from an almost imperceptible 
grade, the city ean cut its approximate 
$5,000,000 cleaning bill in two. 

By this new principle, originally advo 
cated in less complete form by Beajam- 
in Frinklin more than 100 ycans ago, the 
city strect cleaning department will 
have-half as much york to do. 

Pedestrians will have dty footing all 
the way scross for the reason that the 
drainage willl be constant aod ‘more fre 
quent. 

Also, the new plan will cut down enor. 
mously the special assessment taxes of 
chutting property ownets in d’stricts 
where streets are to be Jaid, widened or 
improved.

to meet any emergency which might come up and just how effic- 
iently she did it all. For instance Hyde Park was completely

ONE INSTANCE OF ‘LOYALTY 

On instance of the loyalty of employees which touched Mrs. 
Waters very much was that of an employe of an hotel in which 
Mrs. Waters’ party had lunch.

Mrs. Waters’ homeward trip after a month in England and 
in Paris following the Mediterranean trip, was very eventful ani 
unusual. They were compelled to make the trip from London in 
8 charabane to Southhampton from which city they, sailed. Arriv- 
ing in Southampton they boarded the Ascania. Fortunately for the 
party, they did not share the fate of several of their fellow pas- 
sengers in havingto leave their luggage behind, as the Cunard 
people sent it down to the tender which took them to the Ascania, 
which boat had to anchor ten miles off coast to avoid participa- 
tion in the strike. Crossing the ocean one of the officers of the 
vessel told Mrs. Waters that it was much against the ships’ wishcs 
to strike. The crossing was very rough and ‘many ice bergs crossed 
the ship's path from time to time but not ever near enough to 
cause orders to be given for the engines to be reversed. Dense 
fogs were also encountered but they, too, lifted without any serious 
embarassment to the ship’s progress. All in all Mrs. Waters said 
the trip was most delightful and most interesting, and their trip 
through the Mediterranean was only held up one day at Alexandria 
when storms stayed their progress.

Chemical azalyses of the roots of 
alfalfa, plants, from which the hay 
was cut when all plants were fn full 
bloom, have been made to determine 
the amount of carbohydrates and! 
both ‘soluble and insoluble nitrogen 
present. The roots of plants that 
were allowed to come to full bloom 
showed more than twice as much re- 
serve foods as did the roots of plants 
that were cut In the bud or one- 
tenth bloom stage. It has also been 
noted that plants that are harvested 
when the dloom is,full come through 
the winter with less loss. The more 
vigorous condition of the root, as 
indicated by ‘chemical analyals, for 
the plant that is allowed to come to 
full bloom’ and harvested only twice 
in“ the’ season, Is a big factor in 
carrying the plants over winter, 

Many alfalfa fields are ruined by

Cultivation. 
Frequent and thorough cultivation 
early in the season meets with mark- 
response. Deep cultivation early 
fn the season gradually becoming 
shallower as the root syatem develops 
should be the practice.

While others will start the harrow 
over the potato field as soon as plant- 
ing {s completed and continue: this 
method of shallow tillage until the 
plants are two or three inches high.

The early crop is often harvested 
before it is fully mature, in fact the 
aise of the potatoes and the market 
demand influence the date of the har- 
vest.

I have 
been able to secure the operating results 
of the Canadian National lines for the 
first four months of the prevent year. 
They indicate net earnings of $9,689,217, 
33 compared with $3,774,782 for the eam: 
period Jast year, an increase of $5.914,- 
435. It is on this outlook that I havc 
the confidence that I woukt have you 
share. Qur railways are excellent baro- 
meters so far :4 business is concerned. 
They refiget. in accurate measure, the 
trade and commerce of the country. 

“Last year's operating results were so 
far in advance of previoils years that I 
feel that my first duty should be the al- 
together happy one of congratulating 
the chairman and president, the board, 
the responsible officers and the rank and 
file of the National Railways on the re 
sults achieved. To have “done more 
business at less cost is am accomplish- 
ment which has brought commendation 
from quarters ordinarily inclined to hold 
that such things were not really posdble 
under public ownership.

His sanctuary is known the 
world over, but few people know 
that the entire crop from two bun- 
dred acres is consumed annually by 
his feathered friends, Last yoar, 
to Canada geese alone, ho fed some 
six thousand bushels of corn. 

At ono time the Canada gecse, 
which migrate {n the Fall from 
Labrador to South Carolina, passed 
over Ontario without an extended 
stopover. Now, thanks to the kind- 
ness of Jack Miner, they spend a 
month on the shores of Lake Eric 
in both Spring and Autumn. 

The method first adopted by 
Miner to induce the geese to stay 
for a time in Ontario was simple in 
the extreme. He secured’ four of 
the geese from the provinclal gov- 
ernment, and these, with their 
wings clipped, were tet loose’in a 
pond on his farm.

May 31—Péter Smith, 
former treasurer of Ontario, under- 
going three year sentence in Ports- 
mouth penitentiary, was released at 
‘one o'clock . this ‘afternoon after 
serving about half of his’ term, and ~ 
left immediately for his home in 
Stratford. He obtained his liberty 
‘on ticket of leave, authorized by the 
federal authorities. At the peni- 
tentiary to meet Mr. Smith were 
James Groves from . Stratford, and 
other friends and the party departed 
for Stratford by motor car immedi- 
ately. 

Peter Smith was convicted and 
sentenced on October 24th, 1924, on 
a charge of conspitaey to defraud 
the province of Ontario in connec- 
tion with the purchase of bonds 
while he was provincia} treasurer. 
Until he entered the Drury Govern- 
ment in 1919, Peter Smith had been 
a farmr near Stratford most of his 
life. He is 49 years of age.*
